thein, by the ſpace of fire weekes , as afozeſaid : 

It is alſo further by his Maicſtic thus pꝛouided, That if any other /except betoze excepted) 
(hall haue neceſſary cauſe to reſoꝛt o: tome vnto the Court from any ofthe places betoze na. 
med, the lame perlous fall not tome within the vtter gates of the Court, vutill they hane 
firſt ſent vnto one of the Kings Mateſties Poꝛters at the Gates, and to him declared, vnto 
whom they haue neceſſary ottaſion to repaire within the Court, And thereupon the ſaid Poz- 
ter ſhall cauſe the parties to ſtay abꝛoad, without entring into any Houſe, Tent, oꝛ company of 
any perſon and ſhall certifie the Toꝛd Steward, the Lozd Chamberlaine, the Trealourer, 
the Comptroller, the Secr-fory, the Uitethamberlaine, o2 any other of his Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Count: * 02 lome of the punch all Olticers of the Greenetloth i the matter ſhall appertaine 
tothe Aings aieſties HonNl;o!d, attoꝛding to the qualitic of the matter, and of the perſons 
with whom the parties haue to doe in the Court: and by a Warrant in Waiting onder the 
hands ofaupof the ſaid Lords Counſellers, o2 Officers, oꝛ by ſigniſitation from ſome pꝛinci⸗ 
pall perſon about them, certified to any ofthe Kings Maieſties Poꝛters, that the ſaide per. 
ſons ſhall oꝛ may come into the Court then the ſaid Pozter ſhall permit and ſuffer them ſo to 
doe: Other wiſe the laid perſons ſhall be commanded to returne without any longer abiding, 


bpon paine of his Maieſties grieuous diſpleaſure, and ſeuere puniſhment in the Marſhalſey.
